Owing  to  the  large  number  of  plays  and  debates,  the  Dramatic  Society 
utilized  the  afternoons  for  entertainment. 

During  the  Sheridan  afternoon,  a  quartette,  composed  of  Misses  Davie  and 
Gray  and  Messrs.  Stark  and  McPhee,  and  a  sextette,  composed  of  Messrs.  Robin- 
son, McPhee,  Buckley,  Stark,  Marshall  and  Williston,  sang  several  songs,  and 
were  conducted  by  Mr.  William  Hall.

DRAMATICS

The  importance  of  the  part  played  by 
the  Dramatics  and  Debating  Society  in  the 
school  activities  this  year  cannot  be  over- 
estimated.   It  involved  perhaps  more  stu- 
dents than  any  other  function.  Interest  has 
been  intense  from  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Almost 
every  play  and  debate  has  been  enthusiastically  re- 
ceived. When  the  students  were  not  acting  or  debat- 
ng,  they  made  a  very  excellent  audience. 

The  success  of  this  organization  has  been  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  efficiency  of  its  officers.  Mr.  Wood,  who 
so  thoroughly  understands  the  niceties  of  stagecraft,  and  who 
has  so  untiringly  lent  his  services,  has  been  the  great  factor  in 
the  pronounced  successes  of  the  plays.  Mr.  Wood  has  the  happy 
faculty  of  choosing  the  right  people  for  the  right  parts.  He 
helps  in  everything,  but  allows  the  students  to  carry  on  until  some  necessary 
council  is  essential.  William  Fairley  and  Bent  Sivertz  have  so  capably  taken 
the  office  of  president  for  the  first  and  second  terms,  respectively.  The  former's 
interests  have  been  rather  more  towards  debating,  while  the  latter  has  leaned 
towards  dramatics.  A  nicely  varied  year  of  programmes  has  been  the  result. 
In  the  first  term  the  office  of  vice-president  and  secretary  were  well  filled  by 
Vernice  Ross  and  Jack  Wilson,  and  in  the  second  by  William  Hall  and 
Leonard  Denton. 

As  we  have  said,  William  Fairley  is  a  debating  man,  and  so,  with  his 
enormous  energy,  organized  many  debates.  October  14th  found  speakers  on 
the  floor,  violently  debating  the  question  of  Japan's  actions  in  Manchuria.

The  play  was  given  a  splendid 
ovation.    The  acting,  in  spots,  was  excellent,  particularly  on  the  part  of  the 
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rum-sodden  wretch,  Scarface  Crow.  Another  cutthroat,  Pye,  brought  forth 
howls  of  mirth. 

Not  to  be  outdone,  a  girls'  class  presented  a  one-act  play,  "The  Jumble 
Sale" — a  quieter,  more  subdued  effort,  but  nevertheless  very  well  done. 

The  crowning  feature  of  the  term  was  "The  Flower  of  Yeddo."  This  was 
so  very  good  that  it  was  produced  again  later,  so  you  shall  read  of  it  anon. 

The  second  term  was  as  successful  as  the  first.  January  20th  started  the  new 
list  of  programmes  with  "The  Old  Lady  Shows  Her  Medals"  and  "Rhythm" 
— two  one-act  plays.  The  former  was  a  rather  pathetic  story  and  well  put 
on  by  the  cast,  which  included  Mildred  Janes,  Marjory  Thomson,  Christopher 
Wright  and  Victor  Wilson.  "Rhythm,"  a  sophisticated,  snappy  comedy,  was 
done  in  the  smartest  manner  by  Winnifred  Lightfoot,  Jack  Kirk  and  William 
Fairley — another  of  those  triangle  plays,  as  you  see. 

February  2nd  saw  two  more  one-act  plays.  In  "The  Baker's  Dozen"  the 
title  referred  to  children,  and  Richard  Yerburgh  was  the  proud  papa  of  several 
of  them,  Margaret  Tully,  the  mama  of  the  balance.  These  children  were 
obtained  through  former  marriages,  but  a  happy  union  was  brought  between 
the  two  at  the  close  of  the  play — children  and  all.  Elizabeth  Kappel  made 
a  charming  widow. 

The  second  play,  "A  Grain  of  Truth,"  showed  the  awful  effects  of  telling 
the  truth.  This  state  of  affairs  was  brought  about  by  a  magic  powder.  The 
moral  connected  with  this  play  may  have  been  all  wrong,  but  the  theme  was 
very  amusing.  Those  who  were  unfortunate  enough  to  tell  the  truth  were 
Jean  McCulloch,  Marjorie  Callin,  John  Harding  (a  perfect  butler) ,  Arthur 
Rutledge  and  Ray  Grant. 

Interclass  debating  had  been  holding  sway  in  the  meantime.  Energies  were 
being  bent  as  to  whether  man  was  a  slave  to  a  machine  or  not.  The  mighty 
subject  of  technocracy  was  gone  into  by  classes  "A"  and  "B."  Mildred  Janes 
and  Janet  Landsdowne  proved  to  Mary  Molloy  and  Jean  Mouat  that  man  was 
very  much  a  slave  to  the  machine. 

In  the  interclass  debating,  Harold  Robinson  and  Kenneth  Ross  defeated 
William  Fairley  and  Charles  Hay  ward  over  the  question  of  "Resolved — that 
cancellation  of  the  war  debts  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the  world." 

An  event  of  which  Normal  may  be  fairly  proud  happened  at  the  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  when  Douglas  Scott  and  Robert  Yerburgh  defeated  the 
downtown  debaters  over  the  question  of  Japan's  attitude  towards  China.  The 
judges — Messrs.  B.  C.  Nicholas,  G.  A.  A.  Hebden  and  W.  G.  M.  Rolston — 
awarded  the  decision  against  M.  F.  Hunter  and  G.  Beck.  A  feature  of  this  debate 
was  a  three-minute  cross  questioning  of  all  speakers  by  their  opponents. 

Plays,  in  the  meantime,  were  being  rehearsed,  and  during  an  evening  per- 
formance three  of  these  were  produced.  G.  Mackinley,  a  Scottish  laddie,  would 
not  take  a  bath  in  one  of  those  new-fangled  tubs  that  had  evidently  found  its 
way  to  Scotland.  His  mother  and  sweetheart,  Misses  Scott  and  Strang,  finally 
persuaded  him  to  endure  the  ordeal  of  taking  the  tub. 

"When  the  Whirlwind  Blows,"  a  play  of  more  serious  nature,  one  of  theft 
and  treachery,  was  strikingly  performed.  The  women,  who  comprised  the 
entire  cast,  were  Misses  Lynn,  Sladen  and  Stonehouse. 

The  third  play,  "The  Mayor  and  the  Manicure,"  was  a  very  funny  farce. 
Melvin  Barwick  made  an  excellent  mayor.   Ray  Williston,  his  scrapegrace  son, 
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brings  home  a  scandal  concerning  himself  and  a  manicure  (Mary  Barnett) . 
However,  the  wily  father  straightens  things  out,  and  the  son  marries  the  right 
girl  (Emily  Durkin) . 

On  March  31st,  the  society  presented  two  scenes  from  Sheridan's  "School 
for  Scandal."  Those  concerned  were  Misses  Spencer,  O'Connell,  Prowse,  Pal- 
liser,  Peden,  and  Messrs.  Bissell,  Marshall,  Wilson,  Beech,  Pritchard,  Rooney, 
Rogers,  Rankin  and  Denton. 

THE  FINAL  PLAYS 

On  April  28,  a  large  audience  of  students  and  their  guests  saw  the  remark- 
ably fine  closing  performance  of  this  society.  The  evening  started  with  a  cur- 
tain raiser,  "The  Meticulous  Customer,"  in  which  Messrs.  Yerburgh  and 
Williston  caused  much  laughter. 

The  first  play,  "The  Oak  Settle,"  found  Josiah  Barton  (Dudley  Gaitskell) , 
an  "octogeranium"  farmer  (cuss  him),  and  his  wife  (Dorothy  Scott)  sitting 
in  an  old  farm-house.  They  are  not  as  innocent  as  they  appear,  for,  as  the 
play  progresses,  they  sell  an  imitation  Queen  Anne  oak  settle  for  a  fabulous 
sum  to  an  unfortunate  romantic  young  couple  (Ray  Grant  and  Winnifred 
Lightfoot) .  The  two  old  swindlers  immediately  write  for  another  "genuine 
Queen  Anne"  settle  which  will  be  delivered  by  Joe  Sykes  (Malcolm  McPhee) , 
and  most  likely  sold  again  for  an  equally  good  price. 

"Campbell  of  Kilmhor,"  a  drama  of  the  Highlands  in  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, was  most  effectively  acted.  Charles  Hayward  took  the  title  role.  His 
acting  was  very  finished,  for  he  held  the  audience  breathless,  while  he  performed 
singly,  his  long  lines.  Treachery,  greed,  loyalty,  ambition,  came  and  went  in 
his  portrayal  of  Campbell.  Playing  opposite  him  was  Mary  Stewart  (Gladys 
Mackintosh)  who  likewise  performed  splendidly.  Space  does  not  allow  enlarge- 
ment of  other  special  mention  of  characters,  but  the  burst  of  applause  evinced 
the  audience's  appreciation  of  not  only  the  acting,  but  the  colourful  costumes, 
the  scenery  and  the  makeup  in  the  play.  The  remainder  of  the  cast  was:  Miss 
Prowse  and  Messrs.  McKinley,  Phillips,  Stark.  Page  and  Rooney. 

"The  Flower  of  Yeddo,"  the  lovely  fanciful  Japanese  play,  was  again 
presented,  in  which  a  lover  is  tested  by  his  beloved.  Kami,  the  poet  (Bent 
Sivertz) ,  survives  the  tests  of  constancy,  bravery  and  generosity  imposed  upon 
him  by  Sainara  (Jean  Mouat) .  Those  who  assisted  her  were  Musme  (Jeanette 
Young)  and  Taiphoon  (Marjorie  Kellogg).  As  the  play  was  a  fantasy,  the 
scenery  was  conventional,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  foregoing  illustration.  The 
costumes  fitted  the  artistic  set  to  a  nicety. 

The  scenery  of  all  the  plays  has  been  painted  by  Mr.  Dudley  Gaitskell.  The 
society  wishes  to  extend  its  appreciation  for  the  long  hours  he  has  spent  in  the 
designing  of  the  sets.

MEN'S  BASKETBALL 

From  the  beginning  of  the  term,  basketball  has 
held  sway  in  the  spotlight  of  attention.  Owing  to  the 
increased  number  of  men  attending  the  school,  the  basketball 
enthusiasts  turned  out  "en  masse"  to  the  first  practice.  From 
this  quantity  of  material  two  teams  were  chosen  and  entered  in 
the  City  Senior  "B"  and  Senior  "C"  Leagues.  The  high  stand- 
ard of  success  and  sportsmanship  which  these  two  teams  attained 
is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  efficient  coaching  of  Mr.  Claude  Bissell  whose 
undying  interest  and  pre-game  pep  talks  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  members 
of  both  teams.
